Saying he had.' refused to consider 
resigning while the country waa at 
war Mr. McAdoo "wrote the president 
that ""The inadequate compensation al- 
lowed by law" to cabinet officers' and 
the very Burdensome- cost of Hving in 
Washington "have so depleted my per- 
sonal resource* that' I am obliged to 
reckon with the facts of the situation-."

Privatte Carl Wheeler, member of Com- 


pany B,' 166th infantry, arrived at his 
wme, 264 EIniwood avenue; at 8:30 
O'clock thai morning. He is the first 
Newark, man who served with the now 
world-famed Rainbow division to return 
home. 


He as bat one regret: that he was 


not permitted to stay with his outfit 
when It decided to proceed1 into Ger- 
many territory as a part of the army 
of occupation. 
• " 
Private Wheeler was wounded at 
ChateaU-Thlerry, which* will go down 
into the annals of history as one of the 
fiercest conflicts of one of the world's 
greatest battles. On July 28,. when the 
tlgfit was at its climax, a.high explosive 
caught bun. He waV wounded in the, 
left leg, left hand and right side. It; 
was a Newark man who helped him 
from the battle line to be given first aid 
Sergeant Paul Jacicson—sou ot Dr. W. 
I* Jackson of this city—carried Wheeler 
from the battlefield., 
He enlisted In- the early summer of 


1917 and when the old Fourth regiment 
was made a part of the Rainbow divis- raised 
ion :he left with It for -France. 
Tne company of which he~ .wife a 
member was first assigned to the 
LunevUle sector, which was a quiet 
part of the Mne. They were then sent 
to Alsace-Lorraine where they remain- 
ed for. two weeks and saw the first ac- 
tive service. From Alsace they were 
sent to the Baccarat sector where the 
organization remained for four months. 
'The Champagne front was" the next 
move and 18 days were spent there and 
it was from this front that the 166th 
went into action at Chateau Thierry, 
and where Wheeler fell when the high 
explosive caught hint; 
When asked if he knew of any JCew^ 
ark men wounded or killed he said he 
did not learn.

As a leading .builder : of the federal' 
reserve system, an early advocate of a 
preat government-built merchant ma- 
rine and a developer of the federal 
arm loan system, he was known par-; 
icularly. Promotion or closer commer- 
lal and financial relations between th*/ 
United States and Latin-American re- 
publics was another subject .In which 
he was interested. He played a promin- 
ent part in preparing the Income tax 
law and in developing measures to pet*- 
mit a flexible financial arrangement to 
tide the nation over rough periods of 
financial history during the war. lie 
placed governments funds- in banks of 
the west and south to facilitate th» 
movement of crops, and later arranged 
the distribution of government fund* 
more uniformly throughout the country. 
Four days after the European war 
started, Mr. McAdoo asked and obtain* 
ed special legislation to permit the I* 
suance of $500.000,000 ot '• emergencj 
currency through national banks to 
tide the nation over this critical per- 
iod. He 'also recommended enactment 
of the measure permitting the govern- 
ment - to write war risk insurance on 
ships and cargoes and lives of swunpn, 
and the bureau administering this later 
took charge of paying allotment and al- 
lowance checks to dependents of sol- 
diers and sailors, and the administration 
of government fife insurance for these 
men. 


Mr. McAdoo's department had charge 


of the collection of $4.000,000.000 
taxes .last year, and the raising 
nearly $18.000.000.000 In liberty bonds 
and war savings within the last 19 
months. About $8.000,000,000 in loans 
to the allies have been distributed at his 
discretion since the United States enter- 
ed the war. He was the directing spirit
